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Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant's amendment of 01-05-04 has overcome the previous rejections of 1 1 2/l st 
paragraph by deleting the limitation of-N=R"\ and the definition of R'" (or "new matter") from 
claims 1 and 40. The dependency of claim 41 has also been corrected, and so has the spelling of 
the word "substitutents". 

Claims 17, 25, 28,31, 33, and 39 have been cancelled. With no other outstanding 
rejection, claims 1-16, 18-24, 26, 27, 29, 30, 32, 34-38, 40, and 41 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is drawn to compounds of quinazolinone 
substituted with a nitrogen-containing bicyclic or tricyclic system. 
The closest reference, Blagg et. al. (US 2004/0029859 Al), teaches 
quinazolinone substituted with similar bicyclic or tricyclic system 
as claimed herein. However, the disclosed formula has only one 
-OR 1 group attached to the 7 th position of the quinazolinone ring as 
opposed to two of said groups on the quinazolinone ring as claimed 
herein. Also, the effective filing date of Blagg et. al. does not 
antedate the effective filing date of this application. Therefore, 
it is not a competent prior art for the purpose of combining with 
another reference.

They fail to teach or suggest 
the claimed formula I by not disclosing the quinazolinone ring, the bicyclic or tricyclic 
substituent, or the substituents equivalent to the instant -OR at the 6 th and 7 th positions of the 
quinazolinone ring.
